The elimination of smoke has been ad- 
vanced as the prime object of the electrifica- 
tion of steam reailroads in Chicago. We have 
greatly reduced the making of smoke in our 
locomotives during the last. year by the use 
of superior quality of coal, care in firing, 
and discipline among our men. 
also experimented with coke to replace soft

that the two systems are not mutually inter- 


\changeable,. It is Impossible today for the 


New York Central locomotives and cars to 
go upon the tracks of the New Haven road. 
and it has only been made possible for the 
electric locomotives of the New Haven to go 
upon the New York Central tracks after 
introducing complications and experiencing 
much difficulty and expense. a 
It is just such difficulties as now are en- 
countered between the New York Central and 
New Haven in New York City that must be 
avoided by the railways in the Chicago ter- 
minals, and from the experiences of the New 
York Central and New Haven roads we have 
learned the valuable lesson that there must 
be codperation among the yarious railroads 
in this important matter before a practicable 
and successful electrical operation is assured.

The big wall of the Illinois Central stock- 
holders against the cost of electrification 
was furriigshed a ready made muffler yester- 
day by Samuel Insull, president of the Com- 
menwealth-Edison company. | 

In a speech upon the sale and distribution 
of electricity “in “Chicago, delivered at a 
luncheon of the Electric club, attended by 
about 200 representative electrical men of 
the country, Mr. Insull seid that the facill- 
tles exist for the two biggest railroad com- 
panies entering Chicago to electrify their 
terminals at à lower cost for electrical en- 
ergy than obtains elsewhere in the big cities 
of the worid. 3 

Furthermore, Mr. Insull said that within a 
year facilities will de at hand for the pro- 
duction of electrical energy sufficient to 
supply any twe other railroad terminals in 
the city.’ In making his statements Mr. 
Insull made it clear he was not posing as an 
authority upon steam railroads and did not 
pretend to consider the engineering difficul- 
ties that might be in the way from the stand 
point of the companies. But he did say that 
his company can supply the electrical energy 


Deduction Is Clear. 

However, Mr. Insull’s use of the surface 
and elevated traction companies as examples 
of economy of operation by electric current 
left open to deduction the theory that the 
railroad companies, if they wanted to, could 
conduct their business with electrified term!- 
nals at a low cost for electricity sufficient to 
supply the energy now produced by coal. 
While Mr. Insull did not say so, some of his 
hearers inferred that the cost of operation by 
electricity in Chicago might be found to be 
less than the cost of operation by coal. 

In his talk, which lasted about twenty min- 
utes and largely was in the nature of answers 
to questions propounded by his hearers, Mr. 
Insull said:

On Oct. 14, 1909, the mayor of the city of 
Chicago, with a delegation of city officials, 
called on me and submitted a proposition that 
the Illinois Central Railroad company make 
a start on the electrification of its terminal 
by installing at an early date electric opera- 
tion on its local suburban trains on the two 
westerly tracks between Randolph street 
and Sixty-third street, a distance of eight 
miles, with the understanding that any fur- 
ther extension of electrification would not be 
urged beyond a reasonable extent. The city 
officials suggested that such a course would 
carry on the work gradually, but that if the 
city were obliged to enforce its right to re- 
quire electrification by law it might involve 
the electrification of all tracks within pre- 
scribed limits at a large expenditure. 

I pointed out to the mayor and the city offi- 
cials that while a moderate installation such 
as they requested might satisfy the present 
city administration, such action would 
not be binding on future administrations of 
the city, and therefore we would be at the 
mercy of succeeding city officials. They re- 
quested, however, that their proposition be 
submitted to yaur board of directors, which 
I agreed to do, with the understanding, how- 
ever, that it would be submitted without rec- 


4 ommendation. 


In answer to the proposition made by the 


‘experimental stage sufficiently to justify 

the large expenditure necessary for its 
application your Chicago terminals, 
and that it would be impracticable to 
operate the large freight terminals of 
Chicago railroads, with their interchange 
of freight traffic and switching move- 
ments, with electric traction, as devel- 
oped at the present time!

I. C. Will Use Coke. 

With the decision of its directors and stock- 
holders regarding electrification on record, 
the Lllinois Central now purposes to continus 
as it has in the past, its experiments witn 
coke and gasoline. It will spend $250,000'a 
year more for fuel in order to burn coke. 

Plans now are being prepared, according 
to President Harahan and the other di- 
rectors, for a coke oven at Burnside, where 
coke will be manufactured for use in all 
engines on the Chicago terminals, and if the 
road can find a gasoline motor car it likes It 
will buy.some. 

Mr. Harahan's objections to the adoption of 
electricity as stated at the directors’ meet- 
ing were that there are no precedents where 
electricity has been applied to the handling of 
freight traffic in large terminals; that ex- 
isting electric systems cover principally the 
movement of passenger trains and of freight 
trains through short tunnels, and that even 
where electricity has been applied to sub- 
urban traffic over limited distances the in- 
terest on the heavy cost of electric installa- 
tion and depreciation have exceeded the 
economy derived from electrical operation. 

According to his own estimate, eleetrifica- 
tion of the suburban business would result in 
an increase in net revenue over steam opera- 
tion of $175,053 a year, due to the reduction of 
operating expenses from 82.9 to 66 per cent 
of gross earnings, without increase in the 
earnings. At this rate there would be a loss 
of $624,947 per year after payment of 55 per 
cent interest and 5 per cent depreciation on 
an investment of 368,000,000. 


New Basis Changes Conclusion. 

With an increase of traffic,,which has been 
the experience of every other road that has 
electrified, Mr. Harahan's figures might work 
out differently, as his estimate is based on 
increase in gross earnings. The year efter 
the South Side Elevated changed from steam 
to electrical operation its passenger busi- 
ness increased over 100 per cent. On this 
basis Mr. Harahat's statistics Wuld work 
out as follows:

With these problems I do not profess to be 


at all familiar, for the reason that I am in no 


sense a steam railroad man. But if, in as- 
serting that electrical operation is too ex- 
pensive, the steam rhilroad men of Chicago 
have in mind the cost of generating electric- 
ity for the operation of the terminals of the 
two great trunk lines now being electrified 
in New York, they are making a mistake, as 
the elevated and surface railroads in Chicago 
are now buying current from the Common- 
wealth Edison company, which never has 
claimed to do business except at a profit, ata 
price far below the cost of electrical energy 
at the power stations now.being operated by 
the large steam railroads entering New York. 
Jam, of course, referring alone to the 
cost of electric energy. The other expenses 
in connection with the electrification of 
steam railroads I know nothing about.“ 
During the discussion that followed Mr. 
Insull's speech he was asked by one of the 
members of the club whether the Common- 
wealth Edison company would have to build 
additional power stations, should the com- 
pany be called upon to supply current for 
the electrification of the terminals of the 


steam railroads. He replied that the present 


piants of the company, have ample surplus 
eapaelty to supply ourrent for any two of the 
railroads, and that the apparatus on order 
to be installed next year would be ample to 
supply the current required by the terminals 
of any two other railroads. . 

The largest terminals in the city are those 
of the Chicago and Northwestern and the 
Illinois Central. 


Easy to Supply Roads. 

In answer to a question by a member of the 
club, Mr. Insull stated that he estimated that 
the total business now being done by the Com- 
monwealth Edison company is equal to about 
one-third of what possibly could be done if 
all railroad and industrial power plants in 
the city of Chicago were operated by power 
from the Commonwealth Edison company’s 
system. 

Bunching the surface and elevated trac- 
tion lines on the one side, and the steam rail- 
road terminah on the other side, what is 
the estimated relative consumption of cur- 
rent, assuming that the steam railroads elec- 
trify?’’ a reporter asked Mr. Insull. 

“TI estimate that the railroads would con- 
sume about half as much electric energy 
as the elevated and surface transportation 
lines combined,“ responded Mr. Insull. 

He said that the relative capacity of the 
Lockport plant oft drainage canal is equal 
to about 7 per cent of the total capacity of 
the Commonwealth Edison company's plant. 


Infmense Electric System. 

Mr. Insull illustrated his talk to the Electric 
club and its guests by maps and curve charts. 
In describing the productive capacity of his 
company’s plant he said: 

It requires plants of 240,000 horse power 
to supply the city at the present time through 
fifty-four substations, thirty-six of which are 
owned by the Edison and twenty-six by the 
various surface and elevated railroad com- 
panies. These substations contain convert- 
ing apparatus having a capacity of 278,000 
horse power. 

The average income of the company per 
unit sold during the last thirteen years has 
gone down so rapidly that in 1900 it was less 
than 25 per cent of what it was in 1896, in 
which same period of thirteen years the cur- 
rent consumption has increased over forty 
times.“

ipal courts of the city last evening at a ban- 
quet given by the Chicago Credit Men's asso- 
ciation at the Midday club.

“The speedy justice guaranteed by the new 
courts,’ declared Judge Goodnow, has 
acted as a deterrent to crime, and has been 
worth thousands of dollars to the business 
men of Chicago, because of the quick settle- 
ment of cases. In the first year after the 
establishment of this court there were 700 
fewer cases of bankruptcy than in the year

CANDLES AND LAMPS SOUGHT

WRITES OF CRIME; SEEKS END 


Man Arrested in Kenosha After 
Preparing for Suicide. 


MENTIONS. CHICAGO MURDER, 


Brother the ‘‘ Victim’’ and Prisoner 
Ciaims He Was Persecuted. 


In three cities the police are trying to solve 
the riddle of a strange letter written by a 
man in Kenosha who had made preparations 
to commit suicide but was arrested last night 
before he could carry out his plan of self- 
destruction. 

The letter hints at a possible murder, but 
the writer claims he is innocent, although 
accused. The victim, he says, is hie own 
brother. It le signed with the name Fred 
Elserbeek.“ 

EKiserbeck, or M. F. FEberg.“ which is the 
name he used in registering at a Kenosha 
hotel, formerly lived in Chicago, and the 
death of his brother, to which he referred in 
the letter, apparently took place here. He 
registered as being from Minneapolis, Minn 


Writes He Was Persecuted. 


The letter found by the police in his pocket 
after he had been forced to leave the hotel 
early last evening follows: 

Tuesday. Oct. 19, 1009.—To the public at large: 


I had a vision that I suppose some hoodlums 
from Reed street were going to hang me for the 
death of my brother. I simply could not help it; 
people in Chicago persecuted me so much. I have 
done ho wrong whatever. If I owed any money 
I was only too willing to pay, as most of the 
business men I had dealings with can swear to 
that. I was simply driven to suicide by those 
people. I was persecuted as no human being on 
earth could stand, and I den’t know why. Don't 
let the yellow joufnals copy this, for those people 
caused all my trouble. I wish to forgive those 
that took the last spark of my life. 
Respectfully yours, FRED EISERBECK 
In a notebook found in hic pocket was a 
written request to notify G. Eiserbeck. Echo, 
Minn., in case of accident. ) 


Hotel Ejects Him. 


At 4 o’clock in the afternoon Eiserbeck 
went to the Hotel Jacobs in Kenosha and 
registered under the name of Eberg. He 
went to his room immediately. The bell bey 
noticed that he acted peculiarly and told the 
proprietor of the hotel, Louis Scarbaro, who 
forced his way into the man’s room. Eiser- 
beck then talked incoherently about the 
death of his brother in Chicago. 

„ He ‘killed Himself,“ he said. “I was 
blamed for his death. I have been hounded 
and followed for a long time.” 

Eiserbeck was put out of the hotel by the 
proprietor, who later notified Marshal Owen 
O'Hara. The man was arrested as he was 
getting on a street car. 

When searched a box of powder believed to 
he strychnine was found in one of his pockets. 
The box bore a Milwaukee label. A second 
letter was found addressed to Morris B. 
Smith, 11 La Salle street, Chicago, containing 
30 cents in money. It was as follows: 

„Please find 30 cents inclosed which I owed 
you. Freep Ersereeck.”’ 

The number on La Salle street is a saloon 
formefly owned by Morris B. Smith of 1944 
West Division street. 


Left Chicago Suddenly. 

Mr. Smith, whose address is 1944 West Di- 
vision street, formerly owned a saloon and 
restaurant at 11 La Salle street. 

“ Biserbeck worked for me for eighteen 
months,” said Mr. Smith late at night. He 
disappeared suddenly about five months ago. 
Eiserbeck is about 42 years old, and was 
subject to fits of mélancholy.” 

A search of the police records at detective 
headquarters falled to disclose that Fred 
Eiserbeck was wanted for murder here, or 
for any other crime. Neither was there any 
record of the death of an Eiserbeck who 
might be hie brother.

Heitler's Lawyers Say Conspiracy 
Convicted Police Inspector. 


MORRIS SCHATZ IS BLAMED. 


Sensational Evidene Promised in De- 
fense ot Mike de Pike.“ 


An echo of the recent weet side graft en- 
plosion, which resulted in the conviction of 
Inspector Edward McCann, will be heard 
in Judge McSurely’s court today when attor- 
neye for Mike de Pike Heitler, who is on 
trial charged with conspiracy, will attempt 
to show that the prosecution of McCann and 
Heltler is the result of a frameup on the 
part of Morris Schatz, the principal witness 
for the state. 

A number of men and women from the 
west side underworld, it is claimed by Heit- 
ler’s attorney, will testify that Schatz had 
confessed to them that he hed “ framed up” 
the case against McCann and had announced 
his intention of sending Heitler to the peni- 
tentlary because of his refusal to enter into 
the conspiracy against McCann. 

The state in the afternoon closed its case 
against Heitler and the other two defendants 
Samuel Bloom and Louis Kirsch, west side 
levee characters. This morning the defense 
represented by Attorneys Erbstein and Bach- 
rach, will begin the presentation of evidence. 

Heitler, who, with the ether two defend- 
ante, is charged with conspiring to induce 
Schatz, a state witness in the McCann case, 
to leave the city, will be the first witness 
for the defense. Bloom and Kirsch will be 
put on the stand later in the day. Attorney 
Erbstein said that aii of the testimony would 
be in by tonight. . 

Schatz Tells of Offer Made. 

The principal witnesses for the state yes- 
terday were Schatz and Harry London. The 
latter is under indictment as one of the con- 
spirators, but has turned state’s evidence. 
Schatz told of the direct offer made to him 
to leave the city in order that he could not 
testify against ‘Mike de Pike.” 

“How long have you known. Heitler?“ 
asked Assistant State's Attorney Fleming. 

- “ About four or five years,“ replied Schatz. 

Did you ever have any conversation with 
London, Kirech, and the others?’ 

„es, I talked with London and Willle 
Cockeye.’ We were talking about ‘ Monkey 
Face Charlie’ Genker and his case Sam 
Bloom and Mike the Pike came along and 
Mike said: Schatz, you got me in a lot of 
trouble. It cost me $7,000 and I will have to 
go to jail.’ 

„Bloom said: ‘What is done is done and 
can't be helped. But we mustn't goon. We 
mustn’t get Mike in jail. I said, ‘ What can 
we do? He said, ‘ He'll give you some money 
and you can go away. I said, ‘I will have 
to have some money, for I’m broke.’ 

“The next night Charlie Hirsch and Sam 
Bloom came to me, and Hirsch said, Heitler 
will give you $500 for expenses if you will 
go away. I said, ‘lam afraid.’ He said. 1 
wil! give you a letter to my friend down 
there.’ I said, ‘I am afraid Mike will double 
cross me the same as he did Genker.’ Hirsch 
said, It he does Coxey Bloom will kill him.“ 


Detectives on the Stand. 

Detective Loula on the stand told how De- 
tectives O'Keefe, Jacobs, and himself lis- 
tened in Schatzes house behind a door on 
Aug. 31 to an effort of Bloom and Hirsch to 
induce Schatz to leave the city so he could 
not testify in the graft cases. He said they 
offered Schatz money on behalf of Heitler to 
do 80. 

On crogs-examination Attorney Erbstein 
asked Loula: 

“Are you sure these men offered Schatz 
money?’ 

„Mes, sir, I am sure they did,” answered 
Loula. 

“Did they say, Come and see Heitler and 
he will gtve it to you ’?” 

3 

“ Did you take that remark regarding it 
to mean money?” 

„Fes, that's what Bloom meant by He'll 
give it to ou. 

“But he didn't actually say money, did he?“

„Is that what you base your assertion on 
that Heitler was to pay Schatz money?”

The detective testified that they had heard, 
through holes bored in Schatz’s door, London 
and Bloom offer Schatz money on Heitler's 
account to leave the city. Attorney Erbstein 
declared he would show a large part of the 
conversation was carried on in Yiddish and 
could not be understood by the detectives. 

Statement Made by London. 

The defense will attempt to prove that the 

men went to S@2atz’s house to intercede with 
him for ‘Mot ey Face Charlle Genker 
and that the sit had nothing to do with 
„ Mike de Pike.“ Attorney Erbstein has a 
signed statement from London declaring 
Heltler had no connection with the confer- 
ence with Schatz. 
That statement was a frame-up Lon- 
don said. It was made in Erbstein's of- 
fice. Heitler had furnished my bond, and it 
was part of the arrangement that I should 
sign a statement saying my visit to Schatz's 
house had nothing to do with him.“ 

Attorney Erbstein declared the defense 
would prove today that this statement signed 
by London was voluntary on bis part. In the 
cross-examination of London an effort was 
made to get him to admit that acquittal or a 
light sentence had been promised him on ac- 
count of his testimony.

Of the entire Gipsy Smith mission last 
night’s meeting at the Seventh Regiment 
armory was marked by the greatest emotion- 
al and dramatic intensity. Responding to 
the call of the Romany evangelist, 400 men 
and women made their way to the inquiry 


room. 

While the rain beat on the roof of the great 
hall 6,000 voices beneath the girders took 
up the refrains of gospel songs, sang them 
over and over again, and refused to stop even 
at the command of the leaders. 


His spirit answers to the blood 
And telle me I am bern of God. 


The chorus echoed from gallery to gallery 
and back and forth from the choir to the 
audience. Gipsy Smith held up his hands, 
but the song went on. Then tears filled his 
eyes and he stood waiting it to cease. 

After the refrain died tothe faintest pianis- 
simo and then ended altogether, Gipsy Smith 
stood silently on the platform, which raises 
him high above his hearers: Tears coursed 
down his cheeks and his eyes were lifted to 
the biaging arclights above him. 


Gipsy Sings with Fervor. 

For half a minute oppressive silence held 
the audience in its grasp and then the 
evangelist began to sing. His voice, clear 
and sweet and with a caress that pierced to 
the hearts of his auditors, reached the 
farthest corners of the hall. Men, women, 
and children leaned forward with tear 
dimmed eyes. Gipsy Smith sang as he had 
not sung before during the Chicago mission. 
Apparently oblivious of his surrounding, 
heart and soul seemed poured into the song. - 


0 love of God, that brought me here, 
O love, so deep, so true; F 
Come fll my longing heart with life, 
And rapture through and through. 
Behind him the chorus began to hum softly 
the barmonies of the song, and the effect 
was as of a solo supported by the diapason 
of a great organ. 


Salvation Depends on Will, 

Both evangelist and audience seemed to 
share in an unusual religious fervor. It bor- 
dered on ecstatic emotionalism, but the 
preacher decried this at the outset. 

It is not emotion, it is not frenzy, it is not 
a consciousness that you have been bad that 
brings you to Jesus, he said. .“ It is your 
will. 

“You must will to come. You can reach 
Christ no other way. Being a Christian isan 
awakening of the intelligence. It is the 
I will of the soul answering te fhe com- 
mand of God.” 

When the preacher reached the point most 
eloquent in his plea to turn from the ways of 
unrighteousness a man started down the aisle 
from the rear of the audience. He ran for- 
ward with his arms waving in the air and 
crying to the gipsy revivalist for aid. 42 
he reached the platform he fell to the floor 
in a faint. 

Hundreds rose te their feet. Gipsy Smith 
upbraided these. Then he led them into 
another song as the unconscious man was 
carried away and the Incident was forgotten 
as quickly as it occurred. 


Effect of “ Red Light“ Parade. 

The audience learned of developments from 
the Monday night parade through the “ red 
light district. 

Listen to me, men and women,” the 
preacher cried, leaning far out over the 
rail. 

“One of the men who came into the in- 
quiry room last night was a levee barkeeper 
oh Monday night. Tuesday he threw up his 
job and that night he came to this meeting. 
Today he is looking for a clean job and God 
will help him to find it. He is on the road to 
a better life 

„Listen! Every one of you. Listen! One of 
the girls who came into the inquiry room 
last night—a’ beautiful girl—was in the red 
light’ district Monday night. Last night 
she said: ‘I'll die before I go back tHere 
again.’ She won't have to go back there 


again. She is in a Christian home today and 


there she is striving to recover the woman- 
hood God gave her and she dragged in the 
mud. 

Listen! In the inquiry room last night 
was a former Baptist preacher. He was in 
the Alhambra theater Monday night. He 
told me he had contracted the morphine habit 
and had gone to the gutter. What he heard 
and saw that night gave him a new hold 
on life. 

„Was it worth while?’ 

Gypsy Smith said he had received countless 
letters during the day asking him if he were 
not urging men and women to do more than 
human nature would permit in turning from 
vice to virtue. 

“You can do anything. if you wil,“ he gaid. 
“ Whatever you are you make yourseives. 
Don't blame your mother or your father or 
me. You can be pure and good if you will. 

Women, if you are not as pure as the 
snowflake it is because you want to be bad. 
God gives it to you to be good if you WII. 
Make yourselves beautiful Dy being willing 
to come to him.“

Richmond, Va., Oct. 20 Direct charges ot 
incompetency in the federal department of 
agriculture and of disregard of the rules of 
the bureau of animal industry in the federal 
inspection of meat were made by Mrs. Caro- 
line Bartlett Crane of Kalamazoo, Mich., in 
an address this afternoon before the con- 
vention of the American Public Health asso- 
Clation. 

Mrs. Crane openly attacked the department 
for allegedly misleading the public into be- 
eving that the meat inspected by federal of- 
ficlals was passed upon justly and with the 
best interests of the public at heart. She 
stated that the standards of health of 
animals slaughtered had decreased since the 
ecandalin meat inspection in 1906. The mat- 
ter of her address was taken up by the con- 
vention in executive session.

LORIMER RETURNS TODAY. 


Republicans Are Still at Sea Whom to 
Choose for Their Nominee. 


Four men are possibilities In connection 
with the Democratic nomination for con- 
gress in the Sixth congressional district, and 
a decision probably will be reached today.

Another Round of Speechmaking. 


There was another round of whirlwind 
speechmaking at night in the municipal cam- 
paign, but the three candidates brought out 
nothing new in the way of persona) attacks. 

William R. Hearst, the independent nöm- 
mee, delivered four speeches in New Tork: 
Otto T. Bannard, the Republican nominee, 
spoke thrice in Brooklyn and then appeared 
at Carnegie hall, New York, before a big 
fusion gathering, and William J. Gaynor, the 
Democratic nominee, appeared at the Acad- 
emy of Music, Brooklyn, for his third speech 
of the campaign. 

Mr. Hearst delivered substantially the same 
speech at all four places. He opened with an 
attack on Gaynior and Tammany, reviewed 
his efforts in behalf of the people through his 
newspapers, and concluded with this appeal: 

In this campaign you should not vote for 
any friend or favorite, but for a man who 
will in your opinion do the most for your 
best and honest interest and the most for 
the best and honest interest of all your fellow 
citizens.”’ 

In his address in Brooklyn, former Justice 
Gaynor referred smilingly to his first visit 
to Tammany Hall last night. “I have 
bearded the tiger in his den, he said. and 
have faced that dreaded animal without a 
qualm, and lam now convinced that nothing 
on earth can make me afraid.“ 

Covering the same ground, so to speak, as 
Hearst, he devoted the firdt part of his speech 
to an attack on the editor, whom he referred 
to as a ‘‘ bellowing demagogue who has never 
yet read the city charter. 

Of Senator McCarren’s iliness he sald: 
“ We send out our sympathies tonight to one 
who is not here. Though we have not all of 
us been able to agree with him at all times, 
we can remember the good he has doneat all 
events.” 


Pleads Support to Associates. 

The ex-justice again announced his stanch 
support of his associates on the Democratic 
ticket, some of whom have been criticised 
severely, particularly George F. Roesch, 
Tammany nominee for justice of the city 
court.

Tells of Imprisonment for Cause She 
Has Advocated Lifetime. 


New York, Oct. 00.—A quiet Atte group of 
New York women, bearing banners labeled 
Votes for women,” stood on the pier to- 
night and weloomed to America Mrs. Emme- 
line Gould Pankhurst of Manchester, Eng- 
land, leader of the militant suffragettes of 
Great Britain. 

In accordance with the rulings of the cus- 
tom authorities, less than twenty persons 
were admitted on the dock and the reception 
to the ttle woman who has served two 
terms of imprisonment for her activity in 
the cause was devoid of clamor and smacked 
nothing of the militant methods for which 
Mrs. Pankhurst has been sponsor. 


Tells of Solitary Cell. 

“TI am coming to America, she sad, to 
speak on the subject of equal rights for 
women and to study the situation in this 
eountry. I think we are away ahead of you 
in this matter.“ 

Ae she talked Mrs. Pankburst displayed 
a little medallion she wore and explained that 
it was a distinguishing mark worn by those 
Englishwomen who have been imprisoned for 
the cause, N 

J suffered solitary imprisonment,“ she 
continued, “and had only one hour of exer- 
cise out of the twenty-four. The other twen- 
ty-threé I was kept in a little cell 8x10 feet. 
I had cell 47 on the second floor of Holloway 
prison and I wore the regular prison garb, 
too, but I did not bring this costume to New 
York with me. ü 

The movement is progressing satisfac- 
torily in England. We have pledges from 
practically two-thirds of the members of 
parllament to vote for us as soon as a bill is 
prepared by the government.

cause.

SENDS SCHOOL HEADS LETTER 


Protest Causes First Ripple in Board 
Since Reorganization. 


—— 


The first break in the spirit of harmony 
which has prevailed since the reorganization 
of the Chicago board of education in July 
occurred at the first afternoon meeting of the 
board yesterday. 

Trustee Oscar F. Greifenhagen protested 
against changes in plans for new schoo! 
buildings which will curtail gymnasium and 
assembly hall features and asked that the 
proposition be recommitted to the board's 
committees. The board decided against re- 
commitment and the proposed changes will 
go into effect. - ; 

Trustee Greifennhagen was not present at 
the meeting, but sent a letter ef protest ad- 
dressed to President Alfred R. Urion to be 
read. The letter is as follows: 

I would request that reports Nos. 12,187, 12,188, 
12,190, 12,191, and 12,192 be recommitted to the 
committee on school management. I find that in 
these reports no provision is made for gymnasiums. 
I understood such provisions were made. The use 
and needs of a gymnasium are purely educational 
matters and involve the question of wh ether physt- 
cal training is useful for the children, and therefore 
the committee is not justified in omitting the gym- 
nasiums from the new buildings without the con- 
cufrence of the committee on school management 
or the superintendent of schools. 

Mrs. Young informed me several days ago she 
understood a gymnasium at the new Thomas J. 
Waters school would be sixteen or eighteen feet 
high, whe ‘report No. 12,187 states that it shall 
be a thirteen foot ceiling, so that there is more or 
less misunderstanding and I request these five ro- 
ports be recommitted. / 

Joseph Downey, chairman of the buildings 
and grounds committee, made reply to the 


letter. 
Seats Before Gymnasiums. 

“The reports which Mr. Greifenhagen 
Wants reconsidered were passed by the com- 
mittee unanimously,’ he said. ‘“‘ Mr. Greif- 
enhagen was present at the meeting and 
didn’t object at the time. I can tell him and 
the public that it is not the intention of the 
board to cut out gymnasiums entirely, but it 
is simply to take the money which we have 
been spending for great gymnasiums and as- 
sembly halls and erect buildings with com- 
mon school facilities. 

We have 9,000 children now who have no 
seats in the schools, and when we have seats 
for them we can consider the gymnasiums. 
The building plans are such that we can 
add the wing containing the gymnasium and 
assembly hall at any future time. I object 
vety much to having these reports go back 
to the committee.” eS 

Dr. Alexander L. Blackwood seconded Mr. 
Downey’s objection and Modie J. Spiegel in- 
terpuseG a word to relieve the situation. 

“I dcn't think it is the intention of any one 
to show disrespect to Mr. Greifenhagen, and 
I move that the reports be passed with thd 
understanding that if Mr. Greifenhagen still 
objects after talking over the matter with 
the committee he can bring it up at the next 
meeting of the board.“ : 

The reports provide that in the Waters 
school the east wing, containing assembly 
hall. gymnasium, kindergarten, and library, 
sha:! be omitted and two playrooms shall be 
utilized for gymnasium and assembly hall. 
The provisions for additions to the Gallistel, 
Jefferson, McLaren, and Gladstone schools 
gre simiiar.

Kortschak Recital. 

Many wondered how Hugo Kortschak came 
to choose the Nardini sonata as an opening 
number for his concert at Ziegfeld hall, but 
those who were brave enough to. venture out 
in the storm found ample explanation. They 
found it in the work itself and in the beautiful 
reading of the young violinist. It was a wise 
introduction to a program of music appro- 
priate to the instrument. 7 

A concert dedicated to any one branch of 
the art is somewhat of a tax on audience and 
performer alike, but to choose an evening of 
_ Violin music alone seems like a temptation of 
fate. Mr. Kortschak set for himself a hard 
task, He took from the antiques a number of 
small works like the Rameau “ * 
the Mozart E major Adagio, and the Nardini 
sonata; from the tribe of modern colossi, he 
chose @ sonata from that most forbidding of 
the giants, Reger 
There were two points of unusual interest 
in the course of the excellent pr The 
first was a splendid reading of the Nardin! 
sonata. It is no small responsibility to as- 
sume the task of standing on its own feet a 
|} respectable mummy like this one and asking 
it to breathe of the breath of life on its own 
account. Such sleight of hand requires a 
steady nerve and the full knowledge of how 
to do it.

In entire seriousness the selection of a work 
of this sort necessitates the possession of all 
the resources of the present day violinist; to 
these virtues, the player must add a keen- 
ners of sympathy that can penetrate the 
muists settling down over all such classics. In 
the sight of cold analysis, Mr. Kortschak 
gave evidence of a rare virtuosity.. The tone 
he drew was broad, vital, yet suave and pure. 
His technique was ample; the pleasing thing 
to be observed in that regard was that the 
two hands are symmetrically developed. 
There is no superiority of the bow arm with 
ity complemental inferiority of the fingering 
mechanism. 4 

These mechanical detalis are of little ac- 
count in the light of results, however. It is 
not so much that there were no blemishes 
in Mr. Kortschak’s reading as the fact that 
there beat.through it all the sympathy, the 
thorough appreciation by which it came to 
life. The violinist apparently demolished the 
lines of cleavage between the old and the 
new in.that he filled the speech of the past 
with the spirit of the present. 

The sonata sounded like a page from some 
modern romancist—a romancist in a reserved 
mood, to be sure, but none the less a roman- 
cist. These false fronts we are wont to as- 
socdiate with the elder classics reared no 
imposing sham on this occasion, for Mr. 
Kortschak has gone behind that forbidding 
mask. He penetrated the mysteries for us, 
and though these mysteries did not become 
an open book they were eet in a halo of ab- 
sorbing beauty.

Concerning the Reger sonata for violin 
alone it is permitted to speak with enthusi- 
asm. This is a statement of fact as rare as 
it is encouraging. The interpretation of 
such a work is nothing less than a tour de 
force, and such functions are as a rule most 
disheartening affairs. Had Mr. Kortschak’s 
sincerity been anything less than his mastery 
of technique, the cause of stubborn Reger 
might have been more hopeless than ever. 

It was strange to hear this music per- 
suaded into ways of peace and sensible 
speech. Yet the soloist accomplished the un- 
expected. It would be interesting to learn 
how he came to find the soul of real art con- 
cealed in the calculations of a score so high- 
ly artificial as this man’s ordinary produo- 
tion. Judging by this one hearing the sonata 
is destined to take the unique place in the 
modern literature of the violin that similar 
sonatas of Bach have held among the works 
of antiquity. It is a splendid creation, and it 
was splendidly read. 

Mr. Kértschak had the able assistance of 
the young pianist, Ferdinand Steindel. The 
accompaniments were done with good taste 
and unusual judgment of dynamic values. 
Violinists are taxing burdens, but Mr. Stein- 
del's success was marked. 

The new auditorium is a welcome addition 
to the list of small halls In the city. The ac- 
coustics are excellent throughout. Zieg- 
feld hall should be the solution of several 
puzzles.

The vicarious Mr. Holmes’ interesting in- 
spection of Egypt was transmitted to his cli- 
ents last night at Orchestra hall in a bewil- 
dering series of snap shots, moving and sta- 
tionary, of that paradise of the earnest tour- 
ist. He showed them nearly everything 
there is in Baedeker, from tea on the terrace 
at Shepheard’s to the tombs.of the Mame- 
lukes, not forgetting the mosques and min- 
arets, the deserts, the caravans, and all the 
other features inevitably associated with dis- 
cussion of the land of the Pharaohr. From 
the exciting animation of a British gymkhana 
and a Bedouin bergase—quoting from the 
itinerary on the program—Mr. Holmes flitted 
lightly to the sepulcher of Ramses, the great 
egoist, nestling gaunt and ghastly in his cere- 
ments, which, if Mr. Holmes’ camera is not 
inaccurate, are pink.

END OF LONG WARFARE. 


Downfall of Arabs Means End of“ 


Slavery and Beginning 
of Progress. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S.] 
LONDON, Oct. -News has been re- 
ceived of the conquest of Wadal, the last 
stronghold of the Mohamimedan fanatics in 
the central Soudan, by a small French force. 
The information comes from Dr. Kumm, sec- 
retary of the Soudan United mission, who left 
England in October, 1008, to visit the mission 
stations in northern Nigeria. 

Dr. Kumm, writing under the date of Fort 
Archambault, on the Upper Shari river, on 
July 6, tells how the irreconcilable remnants 
of the various Moslem forees congregated 
in Wadal, which has about the same area 
as Italy, under Sheikh Senusst, who had im- 
ported great numbers of rifies and other 
modern 


firearms and some cannon. > ° 


Many Explorers Are Slain. 

No white man, except Dr. Nochtigal, a Ger- 
man, in 1872, ever has crossed Wadal, the 
other explorers having been killed or barely 
escaped the fanatical] inhabitants. It was 
against the population of slave raiders that 
a French force, consisting of a handful of 
Duropean officers and a few hundred au- 
dacious and well trained Senegalese troops, 
operated. 

A party of eighty with their officers beat 
8,000 of the Wadaians at Dogotchi in April, 
1908. Three months later, 600, with their offi- 
cers, utterly routed the Wadalan army of 
8,000 men whose general, Agid Mamid, was 
killed, with the two sone of the sultan of 
Wadai and~1,300 men. The captured rifies 
made a pile twelve feet high. The French 
lost forty-nine killed. 


French Barely Escape Disaster. 

In December the French nearly met with 
a disaster. They were badly beaten at Ain- 
galagal and lost all their transport ani- 
mals. If the Arabs had pursued them, it is 
likely none of the French would have es- 
caped. 

Six months of peace followed, but as the 
Arabs continued strengthening their forces 
and fortifications, it was decided to attempt 
to capture the capital of Wadal, Abesher. A 
French force of only 180 men and two guns 
on June 1 attacked a Wadaian army of 12,- 
000 men fifty miles from the capital, routed 
them, and pursued them to Abesher, which 
was taken by storm. The sultan fied towards 
Darfur. 

This, writes Dr. Kumm, means a great deal 
for central Soudan, It means that slavery 
is to be abolished, the Moslem conquest 
checked, and the establishment of. peace, 
probably for the first time in the history of 


those regions. 


U. S. CARDINAL MAY BE NAMED 
AT ONE OF TWO CONSISTORIES 


Archbishops Farley, Ireland, and 
O'Connell Are Declared Most Likely 
Candidates for Red Hat. 


ROME, Oct. 20.—While the pope only re- 
cently seemed determined not to have a con- 
sistory until 1910, it is now suddenly an- 
nounced that one will be held about the mid- 
dle of December and another next spring. 

It is added that the reason for holding two 
consistories is for the purpose of appointing 
as cardinals in the second consistory certain 
prelates who cannot be included in the firat. 

Strict secrecy is maintained regarding the 
names of those whom it is Intended to elevate, 
but it ie known that Mgr. Mendes Bello, 
patriarch of Lisbon, will receive the red hat 
in December and it is also considered certain 
that Mgr. Bislet!, papal major domo, will be 
elevated in the spring. 

Regarding the appointment of a naw Amer- 
ican cardinal, Archbishop Farley of New 
York, Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul, and 
Archbishop O’Conneil of Boston are consid- 
ered the most likely candidates, while it is re- 
ported also that an American cardinal may be 
named as a member of the curia, and there- 
fore will live in Rome. 

Others who may receive the red hat in 
either consistory are the Most Rev. Francis 
Bourne, archbishop of Westminster; Mgr. 
Falconio, apostolic delegate at Washington; 
Mgr. Giustini, secretary of the congregation 
of bishops; Mgr. Della Chiesa, archbishop of 
Bologna, and the archbishops of Buenos Aires 
and Florence.

COIN COMES TOO FAST; SUES 


Depositor Alleges Banker Hit 
Him in Face with Own Money. 


DEMANDS $10,000 DAMAGES, 


Trouble in Washington Due to Effort 
to Terminate an Account. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Special.}— 
Emilio Jaselll, a local delicatessen dealer, 
called on Charles C. Glover, president of the 
Rigg? National bank, this afternoon, and 
when he departed he said he never before 
had had money coming his way so fast and 
80 easy. He exhibited a flushed spot on one 
cheek near the eye, which he said was the 
principal place in which he received the coin 
which he found coming his way from Mr. 
Glover, and he promptly filed a $10,000 dam- 
age suit against the bank president, charging 
assault and battery. 

Jaselll asserted that Mr. Glover hurled at 
him a package containing $40 in gold, eight 
silver dollars, and some small change. He 
described the president as being a dead shot 
with this sort of missile. 


Banker Denies Charges. 

President Glover tonight denied that he 
had hurled any kind of an object at Jaselli 
or even struck him. He said Jaselli brought 
him a package of money and that he merely 
handed it back to the delicatessen man. 

It appears that there has been an alterca- 
tion of long standing between the Riggs bank 
and Jaselli, who is one of its depositors. The 
row was over the deposit of $829 and a sub- 
sidiary amount of $48 which represented in- 
terest. The bank gave notice that it desired 
to close Jagelli’s account, and sent a messen- 
ger to the merchant with the $48 interest in 
an envelope. 


Declines to Accept Interest. 

Jaselli, upon the advice of his attorney, H. 
Winship Wheatley, declined to accept the 
interest money. The messenger thereupon 
left the envelope on Jaselli’s desk. When 
Jaselli found the envelope he hurried with it 
to Mr. Glover's office in the bank. The mer- 
chant laid the package on the banker's desk, 
stating that he returned it for the reason that 
he did not consider himself entitled to the 
interest. , 

“Take your money—I don’t want—and get 
out of here,” exclaimed President Glover, 
according to the story told by Jaselli. 

At the same time, Jaselli says, Mr. Glover 
seized the envelope containing gold and silver 
and hurled it at him. striking him with such 
force as to cause him to “suffer great bodily 
and mental pain, as well as humiliation."’

WOMEN MURDERED IN HOME. | 


Man Tietim Found in Ravine, Body 
Covered with Leaves.

Brother Discovers the Crime. 

The crime was discovered about 2 o’clock 
this afternoon when James McMahon. a 
brother, went from bis mother’s home a quar- 
ter of a mile away on an errand to his sis- 
ters. There was no response to his knock on 
the door. The house seemed strangely still. 
He pushed open the door and going inside saw 
his sisters lying on the floor dead. He ran 
from the house, passed through the yard, 
croseed a muddy: road, and made a short cut 
through the field to his mother’s house. From 
there he telephoned to the office of the sheriff. 
Then he ran back to the house and stood 
guard over the bodies awaiting the coming 
of Coroner J. A. Davis. : 

In the bottom of one of the trunke# under the 
clothing were found two pocketbooks. There 
Was no money in either. Mrs. Van Royen's 
diamond ring, which she wore om her finger, 
cannot be found. In one of the trunks a re- 
volver was found under the clothing. The 
revolver contained three bullets. The other 
chambers were empty. The coroner does not 
believe that this weapon was used in the mur- 
der because he thinks the bullets which killed 
the women were 82 caliber, and the revolver 
found in the trunk was of 38 caliber. 

Because nine shots were fired in the house 
Dr. Davis thinks two men committed the 
murder, or elee one man fired two or three 
shots into each woman and then stopped and 
reloaded his revolver and fired again.

New York, Oct. 20.—The German govern- 
ment was asked today to take a hand in 
solving the mystery at Islip, L. I., near which 
place last Monday the skeleton of a young 
woman was found. She had evidently been 
killed by a pistol shot. 

A detailed report of the case was presented 
to the German consul general, with evi 
dence tending to show that the victim was 
a native of Germany, who had come from 
Leipsic, or some city in the Rhenish prov- 
inces, about February of last year. 

On the strength of this evidence the German 
consul general will cable the German po- 
lice in an endeavor to clear up whatever 
continental end to the cage there may be. 

The efforts of the Islip authorities to iden- 
tify the woman have been unavalling. The 
police are convinced that she was murdered. 


WIDOW OF SLAIN DETECTIVE 
CAUSES A STIR IN COURT. 


Mrs, William J. Russell Is Hysterical 
After Verbal Attack on Defendant, 
Whose Attorney Demands New Trial. 


The story of the shooting of Detective 
Sergt. William J. Russell by George Bissett 
was told yesterday by many witnesses in 
Judge Scanlan's court, where Bissett is on 
trial charged with the murder of the police- 
man. 

A stir was caused during Assistant State's 
Attorney Day's opening address to the jury 
when Sergt. Russell's widow, a tearful and 
pathetic spectator, interrupted the proceed- 
ings by pointing an accusing finger at the 
defendant and crying: 

“ You dog!“ 

Mrs. Russell then fell back in her seat and 
became hysterical. Judge Scanlan ordered 
a bailiff to take her from the room. Asa 
result of the outburst Frank Bowen, attorney 
for Bissett, asked the court for a new trial 
on the ground that the hysterical action of 
Mrs. Russell would be prejudicial to his 
client. 

Detective Sergt. Thomas Stapleton told of 
the meeting in Barner Bertsche's saloon 
between Bissett and Russell. 

“They talked several minutes in a seem- 
ingly friendly fashion,” said he. Suddenly 
Russell grabbed Bissett and said: ‘Give me 
that gun. Put it in my hand.’ He then seized 
Bissett by the right wrist. The defendant 
wheeled and pulled a revolver from his pocket 


and began firing. He shot until Russell fell.”

White, pastor of a Baptist church here, has 
been interested in hypnotism, but his father 
and mother hed warned him never to sub- 
ject himself to a test of its power. Bergen- 
sen had the idea that he has hypnotic power. 

After the hazing in White's room the talk 
turned to hypnotism, and Bergensen tried to 
put to sleep three or four of his classmates. 
He succeeded partly with two, but they re- 
covered quickly, even befere the hypnotizer 
bade them awake.” 

Not so White, who is of a nervous tempera- 
ment. He fixed his eyes on Bergensen’s, who 
kept passing hie hands before White's face. 
In a few-momerits White fell back on his 
bed, unconscious, to all appearances rigid, 
his eyes closed.

White remained in this condition until Sun- 
day. One of the scared freshmen got panic 
stricken and told President Beach of the col- 
lege of Wiite’s condition.

You're all right now,“ said 
Dr. Higgins encouragingly. But he was not, 
for soon he relapsed into unconsciousness 
this time his eyes were open and stared va- 
cantly straight before him.

It was the 
desire of the commission, he said, to gather 
all the facts possible about the fire insur- 
ance business and to learn what elements 
enter into rate making and to ascertam how 
the rates charged in IMinois compare with 
those in other states, and whether there is im- 
proper discrimination among the different 
cities in the state. 
Men of Many Trades Examined. 

The witnesses examined were E. H. Osborn, 
real estate agent and abstract man; E. W. 
McClure, W. N. Brown, P. Bliss Williams, 
Timothy P. Castle, J. J. Fischer, Charles 
Ertel, manufacturers; WilMam H. Govert, 
lawyer: August Dorkenwald, Brewer; H. L. 
Whipple, dentist; B. H. Miller, wholesale 
éruggist; Gerald M Finlay, capitalist; 
George Binkert, rea} estate and insurance 
agent; John M. Lewis, wholesale merchant. 

The general trend of opinion expressed by 
the witnesses was in favor of some sort of 
state control of insurance rates. What many 
complained of was a lack of permanency in 
insurance sates and several related instances 
of arbitrary changes in rates without any 
apparent reason. 

All of the witnesses stated that there was 
a radical increase in rates after the San 
Francisco fire. Some stated that they had 
obtained partial redress by making improve- 
mente in the way of installing fire fighting 
apparatus or by threafening to throw their 
insurance to nonboard companies. 

Lack of Permanency in Rates. 

What seemed to make the most Impression 
upon the members of the commission was 
the unanimous complaint of the lack of per- 
manency of insurance rates. As one of the 
manufacturers expressed it, insurapce is 4 
necessity in any industrial concern, but they 
never could tell just what it would cost. 
Rates were changed arbitrarily, and one of 
the complaints was on account of the inabil- 
ity to discovery why they were changed. The 
insured never could be certain at any time 
just what the rates were to be. 

The concensus of opinion expressed by the 
men called before the commission was that 
the state should establish such regulation 
and contro! of fire insurance companies as to 
determine to the satisfaction of all concerned 
that the rates charged were fair both to the 
insurance companies and to the insured, and 
that such state regulation should prohibit 
arbitrary, abrupt, and unreasonable changes 
in rates. Whether the rates charged at pres- 
ent are fair is a question for a neutral party 
to determine, but business men and manu- 
facturers demand some assurance of perma- 
nency in insurance conditions that will enable 
them to list insurance as a fixed expense and 
not as a fluctuating charge. 

Members of Commission Reticent. 
The members of the commission listened 
to the opinions of the witnesses with close 
attention, and all took part in the question- 
ing. None of the members of the commis- 
sion, however, would give voice to what, if 
any, judgment he had formed in the matter 
until the investigation closed. Neither would 
they say whether Quincy would be the only 
seat of inquiry of insurance conditions in II- 
linois, or whether they would make a tour of 


the state to hold similar inquiries. 


The impression gained ground, however, 
that they will not make a tour of the state, 
but that after leaving Qhincy the bulk of 
their inquiries will be confined to Chicago. 
The commission will have as its chief wit- 
ness tomorrow George Schlag, chief of the 
fire department, and expects to finish its ses- 
sion here by tomorrow evening.

The Chicago Agsociation of Commerce has 
appointed a committee to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago railroads to protest 
against the plan to increase the Chicago rates 
on less than carload freight shipped through 
the tunnel or via a switchtrack or river 
lighter.

and many governors of states in attend- 
ance, It will give added impetus to the 
popular demand for @ great channel from 
Chicago to New Orleans. The meeting, 
like its predecessors, will be effective in 
the creation of public opinion and will do 
the gen- 
eral movement. 

But it is noteworthy that in the recent 
yeats of agitation little has been said of 
the nature of the work to be done in con- 
structing a deep waterway, about the ob- 
stacles which must be overcome, and of 
the exact results to be attained. The 
rhetorical is valuable in developing senti- 
ment. The practical is absolutely essen- 
tial when the work really begins. Tun 
TRIBUNE is going to make a persona) 
study of. the tremendous project, taking 
it up by sections, For it Is plain that the 
conditions in different parts of the route 
from the lakes to the gulf are essentially 
distinct and that the “deep waterway ” 
generality of the orator must be resolyed 
into separate sections for the study of 
the practical problems of copstruction. 

Nothing could be worse than precipitate 
haste in dealing with such a question. 
Until investigation proves the contrary a 
better plan Tu Trisunge will advocate 
two waterway districts in IIlinois, one 
from the Chicago river to Joliet and the 
other from Joliet to the mouth of the Illi- 
nois. Each presents clearly distinct prob- 
lems. If there ig to be one district the 
state must be taxed for the Chicago har- 
bor, and the state naturally will object to 
that. 

The Chicago river improvements are 
fundamental to the deep waterway 
project. Its needs are many and press- 
ing. Breakwaters must be provided at 
the outer gateway. Obstructions to navi- 
gation in the form of bridges and piers 
must de removed. A turning basin must 
be made where the two branches of the 
stream unite. The river must be widened 
in places. Docks must be built and ready 
access to them secured. Conflicting inter- 
ests must be harmonised, The United- 
States government must be. persuaded to 
make generous appropriations which have 
been long delayed. These and other need- 
ed advances must be made in accordance 
with a broad minded and liberal policy 
consonant with the magnitude of the 
larger enterprise of which the Chicago 
river and harbor are dominant features. 

In fact, when the absolute necessities of 


consideration, the greatness of the project 
of a deep waterway from Lake Michigan 
to the gulf is clearly recognized. It is an 
‘ambitious scheme whose realization must 
be secured. But it is one whose practical 
details must be fully appreciated before 
excess of enthusiasm leads its advocates 
to undue haste in following flights of 
rhetorical fancy which easily appeal to the 
imagination.

The time honored 
method which is being su ted might 
have worked itself out lly in paying 
a policeman to do janitor’s work about 
the police station if that occupation had 
been as much to the liking of the men as 
the driving of patrol wagons, 

It has been developed under the vigor- 
ons administration of Col. Steward that 
about 75 per cent of the things S¥ippy 
did were bad. One of the worst of them 
was making men policemen, assigning 
them to other than police duty, and then 
unloading them on the police pension 
fund. One great trouble with the police 
force has been not the lack of numbers 
but the practice of detailing policemen for 
soft jobs or setting them at work that 
should have been done by others. The 
driveling absurdity of making a clerk 
out of a policeman paid $1,000 a year 
when the work could be better done by a 
girl paid $12 a week is just beginning to 
be appreciated. '

GET TOGETHER, 

The wonder ‘is that there.are not now 
in existence many organizations similar 
to the contemplated North Shore Citizens’ 
association. Where there are a lot of lit- 
tle coterminous municipalities with the 
same sort of population and with iden- 
tical interests, such as speed regulation, 
drainage, road improvements, and efficient 
policing, nothing is more natural or ad- 
visable than that they should reach out 
for the advantages whi come from 
united effort. 

Nor will the municipalities which are tc 
be represented in the North Shore associ 
ation be the only gainers by it. They 
are the homes both of winter and summer 
residents. During the pleasanter seasons 
of the year they are visited daily—Sun- 
day especially—by great numbers of 
pleasure seekers, Better roads and bet- 
ter lighting will make their visits more 
frequent and more enjoyable.

In the days before electrification was 
thought of the IIlinois Central, when ve- 
hemently attacked on account of its smoke 
nuisance, promised to abate it. There 
was a slight change for the better for a 
time, and then a relapse.

REMIER STOLYPIN has received orders from 
the czar to vacate the winter palace, where he 
has been living for the last three years, and to 
take up his residence in the official abode of the 
minister of the interior, on the Fontanka. This 
ministerial palace enjoys in St. Petersburg the ominous 
nickname of the coffin,” because so many ministers 
who have lived there have been assassinated, among 
the most notable instances having been Ministers 
Siphagin and Piehve. 
In fact, so imbued was Minister of the Interior 
Bulygin with superstitious dread of the curse popu- 
larly believed to rest on this palace that he declined 
to take up his residence there. Stolypin, it may be 
remembered, after the murder of Plehve, when first 
appointed to ministerial office, entertained e similar 
prejudice against the place, and insisted upon living 
in his own private house, until it wae wrecked by 
nihilist bombs which dangerously wounded his two 
children. It was then that the czar placed apartments 
at his disposal in the winter palace, greatlym@to the 
satisfaction of Mme, Stolypin, who is a Vain woman, 
and fully appreciates the many advantages, as well as 
the social prestige, of residing in the imperial palace,

part of the czar to Stolypin a premonition of disgrace. 
But the fact is the emperor is determined to occupy 
the winter palace for the first time in years this com- 
ing winter, and to hold court there throughout the 
season. This being the case, he needs the apartments 
his premier has been occupying. 

Livadia, where the imperial family is now edtab- 
Ushed until the opening of the St. Petersburg season, 
originally formed part of the estates given to the 
Greeks who settled in the Crimea after the treaty of 
Kuchuk-Kainardji, and Livadia, which is the Greek 
word for meadow,” fell to the share of Col, Rebelſotti, 
commander of the Greek battalion. In 1834 it was pur- 
chased by Count Leo Potocki, who laid oyt the present 
beautiful park and gardens, extending over an aréa of 
about 1,200 acres. The landscape gardener he employed 
for the purpose was Joachim Tascher de la Pagerie, a 
relative of Empress Josephine. 

When Napoleon became emperor of the French he 
offered Joachim Tascher an office in keeping with his 
birth and relationship. But Tascher declined and asked 
to be allowed to follow in obscurity his favorite 
botanical pursuits. He then went to study under one 
of the most famous Swiss landscape gardeners in 
Alsace, and ultimately entered the service of the multi- 
millionaire, Count Leo Potocki, first on his estates in 
Galicia, and afterwards at Livadia. 

On the death of Potocki, who spent a fortune on 
the place, Livadia was purchased by the Russian 
crown property department, and was presented by 
Alexander II. to his consort, Empress Marie, through 
whom it passed to her son, Alexander III., and from 
him to Nicholas II. Not long after its acquisition by 
Czarina Marie, it was further enlarged by two other 
estates—namely: Ghair-Jacquemart, so-called after an 
eccentric French woman, who retired- there after the 
revolution in Paris of 1830, and also an estate known 
as Maravell. 

j — 

In 1862 the Italian architect of the Russian court, 
Sig. Monighettl, undertook the reconstruction of the 
He altered little the facade of the Potocki 
palace, but added balustrades, vases, and caryatides, 
an immense balcony running along one ‘ide of the 
palace, and added altogether a score or more of ad- 
ditional buildings, including the chapel, or church, 
which, connected with the main palace by a gallery, is 
purely Byzantine in arrangement and decoration. Tt 
contains some priceless frescoes, and the mosaics 
around the beautiful altar are particularly fine, while 
before the white marble altar screen there stands on 
a pedestal of Crimean porphyry a white marble cross, 
presented to the czar liberator by the workmefi of 
Livadia in token of their gratitude Tor the emancipa- 
tion of the serfs. 

The palace is a perfect mine of art treasures, and 
while the masterpieces of the winter palace and of 
the hermitage at St. Petersburg are familiar to con- 
noisseurs, those at Livadia, which are equally fine, are 
practically unknown outside the members of the im- 
perial family and of their immediate household. 

~- 

The natural beauty of Livadia and the taste with 
which both the palace and its adjacent buildings and 
the grounds have been arranged cannot be surpassed. 
On the terrace in front of the pala fe a superb 
fountain, always surrounded by the most exquisite 
flowers’ while from a pavilion whfch stands perched 
on a rock at the edge of the garden a splendid view of 
the Black sea is obtained. In fact, nothing could be 
more beautiful and impressive than the sunset over the 
blue waters of the Euxine seen from this fairy spot. 

Nicholas is particularly fond of Livadia, where 
he spent much of his youth and early manhood, and 
where he enjoyed a degree of liberty and independence 
withheld from him at St. Petersburg, being able to fish, 
shoot, ride, and drive to his heart’s content. It was 
there, too, that he commenced his reign, was pro- 
claimed czar, and whence he issued his earliest 
proclamations to his people, It was the scene, also, of 
his ecclesiastical betrothal to his consort, by Father 
John of Kronstadt, in the presence of his dying father, 
Alexander NI. 

The imperial family have been there only once 
since his accession fifteen years ago, and on that occa-

his silver wedding, at Hinton-Admiral, near Christ- 
church, in Hampshife, is the ground landlord of almost 
the whole of Bournemouth, thanks to which he is ex- 
ceedingly rich. Sir George bears not only the name 
but also the arms of the ancient Welsh house of Mey- 
rick, and owns Bodorgan, in ree . which has been 
owned by people of the name of Meyrick for over 
1,000 years. But he fs a Meyrick only on the distaff 
side. For the original Meyricks of Bodorgan became 
extinct in the male line at the close of the eighteenth 
century, when the property passed from Owen Putland 
Meyrick, last of his line, to the only son of his eldest 
ughter, Clara, by her marriage. with Augustus Fuller 
Rosehill Park, Sussex. He assumed the name of 
Meyrick in addition to that of Fuller, and the armorial 
bearings of the Meyricks, and died unmarried, when 
he was succeeded by his nephew, Sir George Gervis, 
who thereupon became Sir George Meyrick. 
This Sir George Gervis was also @ Gervis only on 
the distaff! side, his original patronymic being Tapps. 
George Tapps, who was created a baronet in 1791, got 
permission from the crown to assume the name of 
Gervis. and the armorial bearings of Gervis, in con- 
sideration of his having inherited the Gervis property, 
which had come into the possession of the Tapps 
family through the marriage of Richard Tapps in the 
middie of the eighteenth century, to Catherine Gervis, 
daughter and heiress of George Gervis, last representa- 
tive in the male line of that ancient family, and who 
died early in the eighteenth century. It is in this 
fashion that a baronetcy granted to a Tapps is now 
borne by a Meyrick, after having been held for @ tim 
by a Gervis.

And then the colors; they are 
bright, even gay, but the Chinaman knows 
color, and apparently loves it—as every man 
should. I left my chair to watch patient 
men and boys working with kingfishers’ 
feathers. These are carefully cut into little 
bits, as required. and glued to innumerable 
ornaments of ‘gold and silver filigree.

More interesting to me than either of these 
two temples was the so-called Ancestral 
temple of Chan. The temple stands in a 
pretty court and the main structure consists 
of a long hall or pavilion divided into three 
chambers, which opem on the court, from 
which it is separated by a beautiful terra 
cotta balustrade. The roof is elaborately dec- 


orated with terra cotta sculptures. 


In the hall proper are several altar tables, 

and hundreds and hundreds of small tablets, 
each, perhaps, five inches in height, bearing 
> the name of one of the members of the family 
| of Chan. Here, it is said, are represented 
sixty generations of this, one of the most an- 
clent and greatest of great families. Near 

the wall of the court are two poles or stand- 
ards, each with four platforms. These com- 
memorate the fact that a member of the 
family, in competitive examination, received 

the highest Mterary degree. Yes, veneration 


is apparently a Chinese characteristic. 


It seemed 5 me that I must by this time 
have seen a good deal of Canton, but an ex- 
amination of my map revealed the fact that 
I had not yet been in Canton proper, simply 
one of its western suburbs. But never have 
I geen such packed and crowded masses of 
humanity. But I must say that the impres- 


gion which I still retain is that these same 


Cantonese are wonderfully industrious; that 


they have marvelous patience and endurance, 
and that they are sharp, shrewd, and intelli- 
gent.

Just at our feet and runnig entirely around 
the ancient city is the wall, not particularly 
massive or imposing, except from a distance, 
for it was built before the days of modern 
guns and was intended to resist only the bow 
and arrow. 


Canton Like Indian City. 
Canton in many ways suggests India more 
than any city I have seen since I left India. 
It especially seems like India in the intensity 
of its life, in the reality of the struggle for 
existence. There is some noise, but I miss 
the riotous racket which prevails in every 
Indian city. I suspect that these Cantonese 
have a way of minding their business bet- 
ter than do those of India; at any rate, every 
man seems too busy and too intent upon his 
own affairs to pay any attention to his neigh- 
bor. 
After a comfortable rest we descend the hiil 
and visit the receiving vaults, which form 
part of the great necropolis. This is really 
the cleanest place I have seen so far in Can- 
ton. Everything is neat and in order, and 
flowers abound on every side. Weare shown 
the little vaults where coffins aré temporarily 
| received; for a Chinese funeral is an ex- 
ceedingly expensive affair and often a family 
Is not able to furnish a funeral of the sort 
that they would like. 
The same thing that happens to a Hindu 
family at the wedding of one of its number 
occurs in a Chinese family at a funeral; it 
goes broke. Every Chinaman wishes to be 
buried near the spot where he was born, 
consequently strangers who die in Canton 
may possibly be brought here until the fam- 
ily is able to transport the body back home. 
And the coffins are curious affairs, the chief 
cost being due to the lacquer. I was shown 
one coffin covered with lacquer an inch deep 
and said to be worth $2,500. 

Visits Temple of Confucius. 
‘As we again draw in toward the heart of 
the city we pass a place where they are 
making punk, children in one place mixing 
the finely pulverized dust of a certain tree 
with a fine quality of clay. This mixture, 
looking like mud, is then forced through 
minute holes, and comes out in the form of 
long brown rods, which are allowed to dry. 
Next I visited the temple of Confucius, an 
extensive affair with many walled courteand 
passages and shrines and an image of Con- 
fucius! It seems significant that, though the 
founders of three great rellsions Buddha, 
Confucius, and Christ, were opposed to idol- 
atry they should be so often represented in 
stone and wood. Man seems to feel the need 
of something tangible and real in his public 
devotions. 

I turned up finally at a municipal court. 
This proved rather interesting. Passing 
through a section of the jail, where manacled 
men might be seen, I found myself in a 
rather undinified and unprepossessing look- 
ing room with a silken gowned mandarin. 
with a big jade ring on his thumb, sitting 
behind a plain high desk. At his right stood 
the recorder or court stenographer, and at 
his left an interpreter, for the mandarin is

CORN SHORTS BOOST MARKET. 


* 


Wet Weather Stimulates Heavy Buy- 
ing; Hog Products Work Higher. 


Fluctuations in wheat were too rapid for 
even the most seasoned traders to follow 
yesterday, and the result was that the local 
professionals had one of the poorest days in 
a long time. An early break was followed 
by a sharp bulge of nearly le from the low 
point. This was succeeded by a siump which 
carried values down to about the low point 
again, and just before the close there was 
a rush to cover by the shorts, who found 
the pit bare of offerings, with the result 
that the market rallied and closed at about 
the best price ot the day Resting prices were 
c up, December gaining on the other | 
months. Trade was mostly of a professional 
character, outside trade being light. 


Armour Is Buyer of December. 


Armour was given the credit for picking up 
the. cheap wheat on the last dip, thereby 
tightening up the market. The outside trade 
is so restricted that any important buying 
easily influences prices. Early in the 
day Rankin, Cutten, and Barrell bought 
wheat, taking the surplus off the market. 
Later Brosseau, Armour, Bartlett-Patten, 
ard local longs sold. The northwest markets 
showed a strong tone during the greater 
part of the day, and this helped the bulls to 
a great extent. The market showed indica- 
tions of being oversold early, it being the 
fourth day down, and many traders covered 
short wheat on the theory that a reaction 
was in order. From the recent top figures 
December was down about 4c. 


Bulls Keep Up the Fight. 


Wulle the general run of news the last 
few days has been bearish in the main, the 
Jotal bull contingent have not given up the 

fight by any means, and buy on every little 
dip. There is no hedging pressure on the 
market and practically all the selling is short 
wheat, making a situation technically, in 
favor of the bulls so far as pit conditions 
“are concerned. Cash premiums in some

nnd with premiums much above the futures 


with nothing in sigh to relieve the tight conditions. 
Lard stocks in every position in the world are phe- 
nomenally small. In Chicago there are only about 
12.000 tes, while supplies in Europe and afloat are 
the smallest in yeare,. The Situation in fats is re- 
matkable. Oleostearine is selling at 20c a pound, 
the highest in ny years, while compound lard 
has alvanced 2% 4 pound. Cottonseed is high and 
will doubtless continue high throughout the year. 
The hog movement continues light and for the sea- 
son to date the hog run is 2,000,000 short of a year 
ago. Moreover, there is no indication that the 
movement will inorease to normal proportions for 
several months. Hog raising is not yet on a nor- 
mal basis. With January product at present prices 
it would seem to suggest that prevailing discounts 
are too large. 


For the next two months and a half weather con- 
ditions will be the prime influence in corn. The 
sharp spurt yesterday fol ions of 
rain gave an indication of what would happen if 
there was a prolonged of unfavorable weather. 
Shorts are dependent a liberal movement, and 
while there is much corn sold to arrive. the move- 
ment will be governed largely oy the supply of 
cars and the weather. Sentiment in the pit was 
more .bullish than for some time, although the. 


majority of local traders lean a little to the bear 


side. The bulls are without any aggressive leader- 
ship, but at the same time there isa buying power 
in the market of surprising proportions at times. 
The bears are following the leading of Bartlett- 
Patten brokers, who sell on all the little advances, 
having checked the upturns several times recently. 


Bartlett-Patten had the following résumé of the 
wheat situation from a leading Minneapolis grain 
man: Farmers have been fairly liberal sellers 
on the present bulge, this being largely responsible 
for the better clags of selling in the pit. We have 
numerous bears here also who are going short 
wheat, and they may possibly be run in if the move- 
ment does not come as heavily as expected, but I 
think that receipts will undoubtedly become much 
heavier after our freeze up, when it will de im- 
possible for the farmers to do any more fall work. 
One of the best posted elevator men to me today. 
that Minnesota has raised one of the largest crops 
it ever had raised, and so far had practically mar- 
keted none of it half of it being stil! unthrashed. 
Farmers are independent, but I think will let go 
2 a — deal of their wheat between now and 
3 


I. C. Gifford has a theory that farmers are in a 
position to dominate the market for some time 
to come. He estimates that the wheat area 10 
divided among 2,350,000 farmers who. if they only 
elected to hold 200 bu each, could withdraw 470,- 
000,006 bu from the market. This would be an 
extreme instance, but it shows what the farmers 
can do if they save only a part of their crop. 
With No. 2 red winter wheat going out last year 
at $1.50 and No. 2 hard at $1.25 at the end of the 
season. Mr. Gifford figures that the farmer has had 
an object lesson which he will not soon forget and 


that farm offerings from now on wil! be governed 
‘entirely by the dispositién of the growers, who 


were never in such an independent position or so 
well posted as to market conditions.

Armour was given credit for buying quite a little 
wheat on the dip; having sold on the first bulge. 
Some of the big local traders, including Rankin, 
Cutten, and Bloom, are working the bull side, and 
with their following take off the surplus at times, 
and with no outside pressure manage to bring about 
sharp advances. The Bartlett-Patten crowd is 
supposed to be bearish on the situation, and G. 
W. Patten, Lichstern, Barrett, and James A. 
Patten are now credited with being the principal 
shorts. 2 

% On normal receipts here at Duluth we ought to 
have between now and the close of navigation for

epring wheat, sdid & letter from Ames-Brooks of 
Duluth to Re Qua. From this we could easily 
spare Chicago 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 bu. This if 
the price is attractive. Think we shall have to look 
to Chicago for a market for a large part of our 
wheat. Export trade is out of the question. even 
durums being too low to compete with offerings 
from other countries. A great deal depends on Ar- 
gentine. If that crop meets no setback for the next 
thirty or sixty days no exporte will be possible. All 
in all the situation makes one think both ways. 


A renewal of the demand for October lard 
caused it to sell at the high price of the season 
so far and proved again how scarce the article is 
besides adding to the vaſues of other futures, said 
Finley Barrell & Co! ‘*‘ Domestic and Buropean 
lard trade is good and must of necessity keep so. 
and as October lard as well as November is acting 
congested and is hard to buy, it seems to us that 
the short sellere of the January product are liable 
to run into like conditions.“
